Seventy-four foreign-built vessels, 
With an aggregate of 266,373 gross 
tons, have sought protection of thé 
stars and stripes by taking American 
registry since the Europeah war be- 
gan, according to official statements 
issued by the department of com- 
merce, Great Britain has been the 
heaviest loser, as sixty-two of the ves- 
sels previously sailed under the Brit- 
ish flag. :

2. The fund recognizes as being on 
the same basis, not only Canadian vol- 
unteers and regulars, but also the 
British army and navy reservists, and 
French, Belgian, Seryian, Russian and 
Japanese reservists, who, leaving de- 
pendents in Canada, haye gone to join 
the colors. These soldiers are all 
fighting side by side fer the common 
cause, and their families in Canada 
are entitled to cqual consideration, 

3. Aid can be. granted only while 
the soldier is on active service. It 
may be commenced, however, from 
the time that he gives up his employ- 
ment or leaves his home and be con- 
tinued so long as he is with his regi- 
ment, allowing reasonable time for his 
oeern journey. to his home in Can- 
ada. 

Not many families will be left in 
total destitution. 

According to a circular issued by 
the Central committee in Ottawa, the 
wife of @ married soldier (Canadian) 
will have gent to her each month by 
the paymaster-general of the Militia 
Department at Ottawa, a cheque for

This means that while the man- 
tfacturers will have the advant- 
age of increased protection ‘he 
will pay @ corresponding duty on 
the raw material.

army..and navy, on the pacific char- 
acter of most of their educationists, 
and on the reyolt of the natives in

Espionage of the Enemy 


Hov. the Germans Receive informa- 


tion In the Field 

Espionage plays a‘large part in the 
conduct of war by the Germans, 

They, haye evidently never forgo-- 
ten'the saying of Frederick the Great: 
“When Marshal Soubise goes to war 
he is followed -by a hundred cooks. 

hen I take the field Iam preceded 
by a hundred spies.” 

Indeed, until about twenty years 
ago there was a paragraph in their 
Field. Service Regulations directing 
that the service of “protection in the 

“et ong and advanced guards, 
should always; be supplemented by a 
dystem of espionage. Though such 
instructions are no longer made pub- 
lig,” the. Germans, as is well known, 
still carry them into effect. : 

Apart from the more elaborate ar- 
rangements which were made in 
peace time for obtaining information 
by paid agents, some of the methods 
being employed for the collection or 
conveyance of intelligence are as’ fol- 
lows: 

Men in ‘plain clothes signal to the 
German lines from points in ‘the 
hands of the enemy by means of col- 
oréed lights at night. and puffs of 
smoke from chimneys by day. ‘ 

Pseudo-laborers working in the 
fields between the armies have been 
detected conveyizg information, and 
persons in plain clothes have acted as 
fdvanced scouts to the German cav- 
‘alry when advancing: , 

German officers and soldiers in 
plain clothes or in French or British 
uniforms have remained in localities 
evacuated by the Germans in order to 
furnish thom with intelligence, 


Kaid Maclean Bereaved 

That gailant old Scottish soldier, 
Kaid Sir Henry Maclean, has suffered 
a severe bereavement in the death af 
his only surviving son, Captain An- 
drew De Vere Maclean, of the Hast 
Surrey Regiment. Captain Maclean, 
who was in the Special Regerve of 
Officers, joined his regiment at the 
outbreak of the war, and fell in the 
fighting on the Aisne.

a Prince elected by the reat of Hur 
ope; the restoration of . Schleswig- 
Holstein to Denmark; a wat indem 
nity of 100. millions to France, would 
also take over Togdland and the Cank 
eroons, the Surrender to Great Britain 
of West Africa, Heligoland, half ~ 
dozen German bavtleships and a dezen 
German cruisers; a War iniemnity 6f 
150 millions from Germany and Aus- 
tr’. to Rusia, and other modifica 
tions of Germany’s eabtern frontiers, 
It may be doubted’ (concludes the 
correspondence) if Germany will get 
cff so lightly a6 this, financially, whea 
the time comes for settlement. . 


Repairing Airship in Clouds 
Breathless Feat Two Thousand Fect 
Above the Sea, During Channel 
Patrol 

The man who walked over Niagara 
on a tight-rope will have to taketa 
back seat in favor of our intrepid 
naval-airmen, Here is the officitu ae 
count of a deed, the bare imagination 
of which take one's breath away: “On 
one occasion, during one of the airship 
patrols, it became wecessary to change 
a propelicr blade of one of the en- 
gines, The captain feared it would be 
necessary to descend for this purpose, 
but two of the crew immediately. vol- 
unteéred to carry out this difficult 
task in.the air, and, climbing out on 
to the bracket carrying the. propelior 
shafting, they completed the hazard- 
ous work of changing the propelior’s 
blade two thousand feet above . the 
sea,” ; 

This is an ext act from an account 
of the operations of our naval airmen 
communicated by the secretary of the 
admiralty to the press burecu, The re 
port states that curing the course’6f 
the. war the- Roya! ‘Naval Air Gervice 
—naval wing of the Royal Flying 
Corps—has not been idle, airships, 
aeroplanes, and seaplanes having 
proved their value in many undertak- 
ings, White the Expeditionary Foree 
was being moved abroad, a strong 
patrol to the eastward of the Straits 
of Dover was undertaken by both sea. 
planes and airships of the Naval Air 
Service, Tie airships remained steac- 
ily patrolling between the Freich and 
English coasts, sometimes for twelve 
hours on end, while further to the 
east, with the assistance of -the Belk 
gian authcrities, a te rary ‘eaplane 
tase was established zt Ostend, and a 
patrol kept up with séaplanes between 
this place and the English coast oppo- 
site. By this means it was impossible 
for the enemy's ships to approach the 
ores without being seen for many 
miles.
